*Reported originally in the February 15th bulletin, this was postponed to the 
above date as a mid-summer selection of the Book-of-the-Month Club. The original re- 
port ran as follows: “Not to be associated with Graham Greene's earlier works (Brighton 
Rock, The Confidential Agent, The Ministry of Fear, etc.) this is a novel of considerable 
seriousness and stature in which the sensational brilliance of his previous writing has 
been subdued by sincerity, by compassion, and by a strong sense of faith. But with no 
sacrifice of narrative momentum, this pursues the theme of good and evil in its ulti- 
mate implications, portrays the corruption of a man by a worldly- rather than a final- 
judgment. This is the story of Scobie, whose austere integrity has remained above ques- 
tion during his fifteen years' service as Assistant Police Commissioner in a West Afri- 
can coastal town, has brought him few friends and many enemies. Bound by a sense of 
responsibility to his work, to his wife, Louise, for whom he feels only pity and the 
pathos of her unattractiveness, Scobie becomes the victim of that pity when to give 
Louise a fresh start- he borrows the money for her passage from a Syrian, Yussuf. Fall- 
ing in love again, this time with a childlike widow of nineteen, Scobie again finds 
that passion dies away, that only pity is left, and his indiscretion exposed to the 
malevolent Yussuf- he becomes an object of blackmail. In a descrescendo to dishonor 
which leads from doubt to deceit, indirectly to murder, Scobie commits the unforgivable 
sin in the tenets of his Catholicism, suicides, but in so doing finds the renunciation 
of his life... A book which offers a variety of virtues- in its external drama, in its 
satiric subtlety as it is directed against the insular, colonial scene, and in its 
relentless portrayal of a man destroyed by the strength of his conscience rather than 
the weakness of the flesh.

SHANNON'S WAY $3.00 


This- in the Cronin picture- goes back to mood and tempo of his earlier work, 
the period which saw Stars Look Down; the story itself ,with its medical background, will 
inevitably be bracketed with The Citadel, published in 1937. Its hero is again a doctor, 
whe stubbornly determines to devote himself to pure science and research, to avoid the 
involvements of general practice and surgery. Dr. Shannon is an oddly prickly individ- 
ual; he tells his own story, and neither in his own telling nor in the reactions of 
others in his story does one feel any warmth of affection, scarcely even liking for him. 
Sensitive, to slights directed against him; unimaginative, in relation to his effect on 
others; inflexible in his determination to hold to the goal; ruthless in his dislikes 
and suspicions. He cloaks his own personality in a tissue of lies, and when he is 
caught shrugs it off. He quarrels with fellow workers, subordinates, chiefs; he makes 
enemies who betray him when chance is offered. He loses job after job:- a teaching and 
laboratory assignment, an appointment at a "cottage hospital"; he breaks with a success- 
ful slum doctor over the question of fees; he is entangled in the web of the atmosphere 
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of a mental hospital, and barely escapes with his sanity. Two main threads of story fol- | 
low through:- the 18 months research in identification of the bacillus common to influ- 3 
enza in humans, Bangs Disease in animals- and its antidote, only to achieve success just 

too late. And the romance with one of his students, medical student, Jean Law, whose 
worship of Robert Shannon suffers a rude awakening when she finds that he is not what 

he claimed to be, and that he is a Catholic, a hopeless barrier to her evangelical rear- 

ing and aspirations. Only when the crash of everything he had hoped for threatens his 
sanity, does she turn her back on her family, her plans, and throw in her lot with him. 

The story ends, comfortingly, on a note of hope. There's an old-fashioned sort of aura, 
which many will find Sppealing. I felt it one of Cronin's lesser efforts. But it will

One gets a line about her here - 4 
few paragraphs there; Sandburg gives her credit for some of the revolutionary pamphlets 
of the Civil War, legal documents establishing the war rights of the President, answers 
to attacks on the Administration, and so on. But never have I run across the story as 
revealed here.

With by no means the furious flagellation of previous works, this is the story 
of a love rather than a passion, a fairly good guy rather than a heel, and pursues- for 
James Cain- an almost equable, equitable course in the story of Jack Dillon. With a cer- 
tain home town (Baltimore) acclaim as first a choir boy, then a football hero, Jack at 
22 is considered a suitable catch for Margaret, whom he agrees to marry under family 
pressure. Then he realizes it is Helen, her younger sister, whom he loves; she’s only 
twelve, and he clears out. A bum for two years, hitting a new low when he empties a 
cash register, Jack gets a second chance at a better life when he is befriended by oil- 
man Branch, whose young wife loves Jack.

It's not the matter but the manner of Elliot Paul's books that gives them their 
wide appeal. The long continued popularity of Linden on the Saugus Branch was unpredioct- 
able to those who thought that the sale of The Last Time I Saw Paris depended more on the 
trick of title than the substance of text. So once again- here's a gamble. A Ghost Town 
on the Yellowstone is another Elliot Paul- there's your best way to present it. Again a 
bit of autobiography, dating back to a year's experience in virtually every possible ca- 
pacity from rodman on, in a surveying party that more or less accidentally became part 
and parcel of the founding of the short-lived town of Trembles, Montana. The time was 
1907- but the mood and tempo, the characters and the incidents that comprise the story, = 
carry over today as “true Western", complete with adventures and misadventures, lawless- a 
ness, lust, occasional virtue, human bits of story, wild men and wild horses, plague and 
food that was worse than famine, pleasure sought in primitive guise, love and hate and 
murder. There are vivid vignettes, longer stories (two of those that stand out most 
vigorously are the stagecoach journey that precipitated - literally- the travellers on 
te site of an unborn village; the Monkey Ward marriage, which ended with an unorthodox 
triangle; and the tragedy of Cora, the smallpox and the sapphires. Throughout there is 
the pattern of the making of a mushroom town, in the “wrong end" of the Yellowstone 
valley. Grand reading- tough, bawdy, at times- but entertaining.

and disaster. Recognizing the price that Fascism has exacted, he also sees what Fascism 
has accomplished for Italy.

REBEL RAIDER $3.75 


This material is based on the diary of Captain Raphael Semmes, whose six months’ 
cruise with the Confederate SS.

Interesting, at times exciting account, as the diary opens with an escape from Pass a 
1*Outre, under the nose of enemy ships, with only one in chase. Thence down to the West

- over to Gibralter, where lack of coal brought the raiding to an end. A readable presenta- 
tion of a little-known phase of the Civil War, with descriptions of places they stopped, 
life at sea, the crew, the difficulties in getting repairs and supplies, due to the U.S. 
officials at various ports, not to the countries which- in the main, Semmes felt, were 
inclined toward the cause of the Confederacy. The editor gives introductory biographi- 
cal notes.

Harrington, Fred Harvey Univ. of Pennsylvania 
FIGHTING POLITICAN $3.50 


| The biography of Major General N.P. Banks, a Waltham, Massachusetts, boy who 
became a practical politician, an officer in the Civil War, a persevering Washington 
figure. This recounts his career in detail, gives an intimate and personal history of 
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the pattern he followed in achieving his ambitions in politics, in attaining the status 
of Major General in the Union Army, shows his failures under the Reconstruction, and his 
prophetic voice in his imperialistic theories for the U.S. Of interest to a limited 
market, this is nonetheless a careful, coordinated picture of a military amateur, who 
achieved fame also as a fighting politican.

Kiefer, Monica Univ. of Penna. Press 
AMBRICAN CHILDREN THROUGH THEIR BOOKS: 1700-1835 $3.50 


This is somewhat broader in scope than the title would indicate, for though 
books provide the springboard and indicate the changing attitudes, the author, in her 
research, provides a good deal of background for the picture of child life during the 
Colonial period and the early part of the 19th century. The first period was dominated 
by the theological- the second by the utilitarian philosophy. It was a harsh theologi- 
cal code, which the Revolution did something to soften. Behavior patterns, relating 
to morals and manners, persisted, but children’s books began to turn from the morbid 
pietism, to some degress of acceptance of amusement, stimulus to imagination, saccharine 
coated instruction. The schools had a difficult path to make, but the philosophy of 
Rousseau opened the way to making the child the center of the new educational system, 
and Pestalozzi stressed the importance of psychology in education, but text books con- 
tinued to follow set patterns. And girls made small headway. The author does enter 
some phases of child life that bear small connection to books,- health, recreation, etc. 
The insensibility to hygiene,, the ignorance of preventive medicine, the practice of 
Colonial “kitchen physick", the superstitions about food and drink, the practices as 
to clothing, all militated against health as we know it. A sound reference book, but 
rather pedantic in style. (5/28)

Even the 
technical footnotes which would slow up the story for some readers provide added value 
for young scientists.

A romantic exquisiteness and tense, poignant young teen sensitivity surrounds 
the Saturday summer romance of Kristy Nicholson, shy offshoot of an old North Carolinian 
family of wealthy aristocrats, to whom only Episcopalians and Presbyterians are among 
the elect, while Catholics are scorned as Papists. Then lonely, poetic Kristy, at odds 
with her socially minded cousins, meets bridgeworker Francis O'Hanlon, devout Irish 
Catholic, a 17-year old pixie-poet, working his way through college. Wild words and 
wild promises are exchanged; esoteric poetry quoted; and Kristy introduced to the myster- 

id ies of Francis’ faith. The historical period of the '90's is vague; the emphasis is on 
the symbolism of their love, the adolescent intensity, the evaluation of the shallow 
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ethics and goals surrounding Kristy; while the weighting of the positive values in the 
Catholio bridge builders may disturb some who shy away irom religious bias in books for 
impressionistic youth. There are excellent descriptions of sea and shore, marred now 
and again by irritating artificialities of style, stilted dialogue. But not a book to 
be ignored, The author has attempted a difficult job- end almost succeeded. The boak
